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Will There be a Metal Famine ? 


A Talk from London, by Sir Thomas Holland. 


CCASIONAL alarms Deen raised 
regarding our resources int ooal, and 
satisfying estimates of our national supplies 
sve been made by specially appointed Royal 
missions; but few people have bothered 
about the possible exhaustion of our metaliferous 
ores, although in one respect they are even more 
important, because, whilst the energy derived 
from coal can be replaced partly by. water 
power and other forms of energy, we are far 
Tess confident about the possibility of finding 
suitable substitutes. for some of our hase 
metals 
‘Our supplies of these metals are found as local 
concentrations, or so-called ore-deporita, in the 
ordinary rocks af the earth's erust ; but most 
people are unawaro of the fact that the familiar 
metale—copper, zine, lead, and tin—form fae 
smaller proportions of the average rock than the 
Joss familisr metals, nickel, chromium, and 
vanadium, and are still lew abundant than the 
substance airconivm, which is often popularly 
referred to as one of the rare elements. 


The Scarcity of Lead. 

‘Two distinguished American chemists, Frank 
Claske and Henry Washington, have recently 
examined critically over 5,00 of the mast 
trustworthy chemical analyses of rocks from 
various parte of the world. After making 
allowances for the relative abundance of the 
types of rocks analyses, they have worked out 
figures which show approximately the relative 
abundance of the principal elements in the earth’ 
crust 

Selecting the metals already referred to, the 
onder of their abundance in the world is this 
For every part of lead there are two parts of 
‘ine and five parts of copper; whilst the amount 
‘of nickel is thrce times that of copper—that ia 
fifteen times aa abundant as the common metal 
tend, 

Te i but natural, therefore, to ask why the 
prices and the outputs of theve metals have 10 
Apparent relation to their abundance,

very your we obtain, roughly. a million ton 
cof lead, but only about 40,000 tons of nickel 
‘although in rocks nickel is fifteen times as 
abundant aslead, At the same time, ton of lead 
ie sold at one quarter of the price of icke 
Copper, which is sold for wbout half the price 
‘of nickel, is produced atthe rate of over million 

‘One’ reason for the differences in output as 
cost—and the principal otie—is the fact that, 
‘whilst nickel ia s0 widely dissetninated among 
the rocks of the earth and its total quantity. ie 
that so much greater than that of copper and 
still greater than that of lead, it haa rarely been 
‘concentrated looally in ore-deponits that are rich 
‘enough to work. 

‘Minerals That Keop Company. 

As ‘birds of w feather Bock together,” 80 
there isa tendency among minerals of like kind 
to concentrate locally and form deposits of 
varying degrees of richnes. tendency ix 
stronger, or is more completely facilitated, in 
the case of some minerals than in others, Ores 
of lead, for example, aro ordinarily much 
richer in the metal than those of eopper, and still 
more zo than those of nickel. 

"The business of the miner is to discover and 
‘work out thoee deporits that are rich enough 
to being a prico sufficiently high to pay his 
expenses. The busines of the smelter is to 
‘camplete the process of concentration which has 
nlready been carried on so far by Nature, 
fd 60 ultimately to produce the pure and re- 
ined metal which we use in the industrial arts,

‘Aw the miner and smelter are compelled to 
work for profit, they limit their operations to 
Thome cresdeposite in which the metals are 
already concontrated. sufficiently hy Nature; 
they aw compelled to. noglect the low-grade 
Cleposite, which, nevertheles, contain a mach 
greater total tonnage of mctals. ‘These lv. 
sade deposita aro not only now nealected, bat 
fre often damaged, and thus for ever rendered 
tunworkable, daring the operations of mining 
the richer workable deposite, 

Thus the whole operation of mining and 
smelting ia proces of drawing out our nccur 
Inted enptal in metals, which ean be used once, 
and once only, inthe world's history. . When the 
trpplies of metals ‘come to. an end, cviiation 
must end alo, and it iy evident. that the end 
will come for some metals before others 


A Serious Question. 

Which of the important metals will be 
eshanstod frvt ? With present methods of 

‘ning and smelting, when will famine con- 
Aitions become serious for onr stable industries Y 

The possibility of exhaustion in the instances 
of coal And iron haa been raised before ; but the 
public generally has never worried about copper, 
Jead, zine, and ting yet it is almost certain 
that’ the warld’s supplier of these metals will 
become exhausted long before we reach the end 
of our rexoorecs in coal and iron-ore. 

During a discustion last year at the Royal 
Society of Arts, Mz. ‘Thomas Crook, Chiet of 
the Intelligenoe Section of the Tniperial Mineral 
Resources Bureau, produced Bgures ta show that 
‘1 the present rate of consumption the world in 
another fifty years or so will be faced with a lead 
faminé, whilst the probable shortage of copper 
and ine may be postponed by using aluiinitim 
‘ana substitute, 


The Case Against Aluminium. 

Alominivin ia often thos mentioned as a 
metal that oan be relied on to cover the « 
shortage in other hase metals, but the sug 
requires qualification, It in due to the known 
fact that aluminium is the most abundant of all 

tals in tho, earth's rust, of ‘which it con 
stitutes nearly 8 per cent., and is thus nearly 
twice aa abundant as ion, 

But, as we have seen to be the case with oth 
metals, it is not the total quantity that matters 
0 much ax the quantity. which is ia a form 
suitable for amelting, Now, under existing 
conditions of metallurgy, only a very small 
fraction of our deposita of aluminium is suitable 
for the commercial rwcovery of the metal 
‘These deposits are known der the name of 
Bauxite, and before it ia aafe to assume that 
other sources can be utilized through improve. 
ments in methods of amelting, it is important 
to remember that the class of deposits next 
richest in alaminiam differ from Bauxite in two 
ways that are seriona: in the fit place, they 
are only half a rich in the metal, even when raoat 
‘concentrated ; and, in the second place, the 
contain aluminium chemically united” with 
silica, which renders ther unsuitable for amelting 
hy methods 20 far known, 

‘An International Problem. 

T have 0 far had in mind only the normal 
requirements of the civilized world under peace 
conditions, and under such conditions the 
question of forecasting the future in essential 
metals is am international mattee. 

‘For an international body to, make an im- 
partial inquiry into the prospects of a metal 
famine we shall want the co-operation of 
Janger number than those now loosely linked. by. 
‘the League of Nations ; for America is the chiet 
source of the principal base metals,

But recent experiments 
hhave shown that it’ may be a great. boon to 
school if fora short period each week the living 
‘oice of some eminent scholar ean bo 
titted into the classroom,» Thete edu 
experimenta will be developed and improved. 
Perfection is till far ofl, -Apparatas is often 
home-made and amateurish. Loud speakers are 
not always true speakers. 

Of even greater importance is the adult 
student. By means of the altemative service, 
‘or by” using periods now cnoccupied, broad. 
feasting ean reach people who do not and can 
not join a school or college. Tt can give the 
Teotares and guide their studios. AU the price 
of erystal sot tho solitary student can sit 
tinder the greatest savant of the day. Mr. 
Stobart will study how this most important 
work can be developed. Peshape each Univer 
sity might, some day, radiate instruction over 
‘certain’ surrounding area. Perhaps even 
there might be Broadcast Collegen with their 
fownsexaminationt and diplomas. More like 
there may be a half-hour net apart on the 
daily programme for students inthe evening. 
Possibly thero might be special wave-length 
for edication, and perhape a special Radio 
Academy, ab a supplement to The Hadio Timer, 
containing the programmes and illustrations 
for such leetures! 

It must bo remembered that the casual and 
isolated lector of the past, however good in 
quality, were not often planned to serve an 
‘elvcational purpose. ‘There must be syllabuses 
and graded ‘courses before thero can be any’ 
thing deserving the name of edacation.

HEN, on Juno 30th, the famous carillon of 
Malines, the old-world Belgian cathedral 
town, it relayed from London, in necordanca 
veith arrangements now being’ made, wireless 
will have emayed onc of its most ‘romantic 
achievements, for listeners will be able to hear 
rosie by inatruments that were enjoyed 
eenturies before any living person was hom, 
Queenstown's Wonderful Bells. 

‘The possibilities and beauties of the carillon 
ax a means of giving pleanire to the ear are 
seareely realized in tho United Kingdom, 
Although we have earillons of more than Tocal 
rupute, notably these at Cattistock, Freshwater, 
Manchester, Bournville, Queenstown, and Lough 
orough. The last-named has a rot of fo 
eight bolls in a campanile 130ft. high, while the 
carilon at Queenstown ia adjudged the most 
perfectly attuned sot of belle in the world. 

But it is to Belgium that we must look for 
perfection in carillon playing. Besides Malines, 
the cities of Antwerp, Heuges, Brusels, Ghent, 
and Louvain, among others, have beautiful 
carillons, each in the care of an official cari 
Tonnesr, whose art, at first restricted to 0. met 
‘af dnly (ree ar four vels, has Tong sinee attained 
the highest piteh of efficiency.

instrament, either by means of mechanical 
‘appliances or by a keyboard, known ak the 
claviee. The biggest bell in a set may weigh 
three or four tons, and the smallest perhaps 
twelve pounds, 

Tn the bellry the bells of a carillon, it should 
be noted, are stationary, whereas the ordinary 
Single bell or ‘peal of bells is operated by a 
swinging movement. Tho clavier keys are 
struck with the eloged hand, in which connection 
it iy interesting 10 nota that an old authority 
fon tho subject has laid it down that a per- 
former “must have good hands and feet, and 
‘be free from gout RP.

Brief, the following is the way to test if yo 
are oscillating.

The Factor of Safely.

His Overwhelming Tragedy. 

From childhood to old age the great man’s 
life was mostly unhappy. Perhaps he himself 
‘was a8 much to Name for this, for—in Inter 
years, at any rate—he beeame cranky and il 
hhatured, But we cannot withhold on pity for 
the overwhelming tragedy which swept down 


‘upon him in the very uenith of hie carver, 
tragedy such as strikes even the most. meagre 
imagination with its pomibilities. There ia 


indeed, no more poignant picture than that of 
the inspired componer suddenly deprived of his 
Jeuring-—sione deaf t 

Forced to te Lonely. 

TET had not read,” he wrote just about this 
time, * that man must not of his own free will 
endl his life, T should long-ago have dene s0 by 
ny own Handa. 1 pase my life wretches 

‘and 1 have ‘often already cursed amy 
existence.” Again he declares: "I was forded 
to separate myself from men and lead a solitary 
ui Tt was impossible for me to say. to 
people, “Speak louder-—sbout—T am deat" 
Ludwig van Beethoven was born in. 1770 at 
Bonn. His father, a 
drink, and made his son's eazly years nivch less 
happy than they might have beea. Rut the 
elder Beethoven has to be thanked for this—ho 
recognized very early his son's ge 
bhim to be trained, though with the intenti 
naking what profit he could from the be, 
ability. At the age of 
four Beethoven was 
studying the pianoforte, 
But he was hardly what 
‘one would eall an infant 
prodigy. 

Mozart's Prophecy. 
At the age. of seven- 
teen he paid bia first 
vinit to Vienna, then 
the tousioal eapital of 
Farope, and whore hs 
was to spend the most 
of hia life. A meoting 
was arraniged between 
the boy and Mozart. 
At first the Inttor was 
disinclined to Fasten 0 
the youth's playi 
Tot Beethoven egan 
an improvization, 
‘whereupon the master 
turned to some friends 
‘and whispered, “Pay 
attention to him, he 
will mals x noise, in 
the world some day.”

And then with great euddennese it fared up, and 
he stood revealed as the wonderful composer he 
‘was. In that year—1800—the fcet and seeand 
of his nine magnificonbsymphonies saw the light, 
‘asdid the Prometheus musie, and the" Mount of 
Olives” oratorin; and there followed in quick 
the Kreutzer” Sonat 2 
* Fidelio,” hia_oper 
Ninth Symphony is ‘acknowledged to be hie 
iroateat werk. 


But the yeare had not been without theie 


tribulations. His mother died, and the lose 
saddened him immeasurably. 


After her death, he retumed to Vienna, there 
to pass the remainder of his life, moving from 
lodging to lodging and for ever at war with bis 
Jandlady. When he was ouly thirty-two there 
descended upon him the erushing blow which 
was to leave him embittered, sad, and heart 
Broken,

As to his methods when composing, he used to 
thump the table so loudly that his landlady 
would come ia and complain, He was cursed 
with temperament in avery niarked degree, 
for, when ho could be coaxed, ia company, 10 
the piano, if he auw anyone's lipe move as if in 
speech, he would tise up, administer « rebuke 
tnd Jeave the room. Still, he had a sense af 
fim. His hair became iron grey, snd once 
when a lady admirer requested a lock of it, he 
‘eat off some from a goat's “ beard” and <e 
it to her, 


“Never Shall T Call Her Mine. 
‘Though Beothoven has not been pictured as 

eat lover, he yet bad many love affair, all 
‘of which, however, ended with disappointment 
for him,” “My kind regards to your wife,” he 
wrote to a friend, “I, alas! have none, "One 
alone T wished to posses, but never shall T call 
her mine." ~ His affection, hidden, a it w 
beneath cover of lrrtability, yet had to ha 
an outlet, and he poured it forth upon his 
nophew, Carl, whom he adopted on the death 
of the boy’s father (Beethoven's brother). 

‘This episode in the composer's lie is one of 
the most discussed and debated even to. this 
day; but thero is little doubt that the hlame 
for the wahappy relations Between nephew and 

ncle was as much Beethaven'a as the youth’ 

Denied Himsalf Necessities. 

Beethoven's biographers almost without cx 
‘ception give the composer the benefit of the 
doubt; the fact, however, is that. the youth. 
after attempting saiside, was eventually placed 

fan asylum. But it would be rank injustice 
to the maater to say he was wilfully ankind to 
the boy; when Carl got into serious trouble 
his uncle's heart was invariahly tom and his 
sympathy war ever ready. Again, Beethoven 
denied himéelf Iuxuries—nevensities -even—ao 
that ho could leave the 
boy comfortably pro- 
vided for. 

Last Words. 

Beethoven died in 
1827, His death was 
Airectly traceable to the 
‘unkindness af a brother 
‘who, for the. sake of 
economy,” allowed his 
illostrions ‘kinsman to

bed from which he was
